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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the filing of the application. 

Drawings 

Figures 1-3 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kendall 
et al. (U.S. Patent 4,017,885). 
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Kendall discloses a capacitor (Figs. 7a-7c) that contains a semiconductor 
substrate (2) with a ribbed surface, having a first electrode (12) formed of all the ribs 
protruding from the substrate of the portions of the substrate underlying the ribs and of 
at least portions of the substrate separating the bases of the ribs and having a second 
electrode (15) superposed to at least one portion of the first electrode wherein the ribs 
are arranged in quincunx and are irregular in terms of planar base surface area and 
they exhibit non-parallelepiped shaped trapezoidal bases or non-rectangular shaped 
trapezoidal bases of different surface areas. (Column 9, lines 64 - Column 10, lines 1- 
18) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's Prior Art (Fig. 2) in view of Kendall. 

Applicant's Prior Art (Fig. 2) discloses a capacitor that contains a semiconductor 
substrate (1 ) with a ribbed surface, having a first electrode (2) formed of all the ribs 
protruding from the substrate of the portions of the substrate underlying the ribs and of 
at least portions of the substrate separating the bases of the ribs and having a second 
electrode superposed to at least one portion of the first electrode. Applicant's Prior Art 
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discloses all the limitations except for the ribs are irregular in terms of planar base 
surface area and they exhibit non-parallelepiped shaped trapezoidal bases or non- 
rectangular shaped trapezoidal bases of different surface areas. Whereas Kendall 
discloses a capacitor (Figs. 7a-7c) that contain a substrate (2) with ribs (12) arranged in 
quincunx that are of irregular in terms of planar base surface area and exhibit non- 
parallelepiped shaped trapezoidal bases or non-rectangular shaped trapezoidal bases 
of different surface areas. The ribs are of irregular planar base areas to allow faster 
etching near the lower surface. (Column 10, lines 6-8) Therefore it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify the device of the Applicant's Prior Art (Fig. 2) by incorporating the ribs to be of 
irregular planar base to allow faster etching near the lower surface as taught by Kendall.
